Q. 1 defire your Sentiments of that memorable Az 
of the Elder Brutus, in tie Cafe of bis Sons Titus 
and Valerius. For tho’ the Hiftorian feems enclin'd 
to award it in his Faucr, yet fince he bas a little be. 
fore infirm'd Us that He (Brutus ) was a Perfon of 
a fierce and paffinate Nature, it may perhaps admit 
Of 4 Quiffion, whether Zeal for the Publick Ae lfare, 
or fom: Vrivate Confide, ation, induc'd him to att as 
be did ? Iam Yours, &e. 

4. The whole Tenor of Brutus’s Actions bear 
Teftimony to his Uncommon Zeal for the Liberty 





of Rome. And therefore we have no Reafon to 
doubt, but that his Earncit Defr- to Eftablih a 
Youngand Tender Comimon-wealth was ihe Prin- 
cnfiorve of his Severity +» his Sons. And in- 
deed Yuch Severity was at that Criucal time «1 ab- 
foluce neceffiry to Prevent rhe Defigns of Tarquin’s 
Emiffaries. For without al! doubr liad the Panith. 
ment of Brutus’s Sons been moderated +o that of 
Banifhment ( which fome propos) oth 9. y o'4 
have taken Encouragement to Profecur> their Baffled 
Project. But fince the Conf wou'd not fo much 
as {pare his own Sons, this {truck a Terror intoal! 
and Reve a RMforral Blow to wharever Defigns 
might be privately carri-d on for ise PR eftoration of 
Targuin. And therefore They, who propos'd a 
more Moderate Penalty, did it Principal'y out of 
Complement to the Conful. And to tis Seve ity 
it may be reatonably impured, thar no other atrempt 
was made in favor of the Excluded King, till long 
afrerwards. 

Notihat wecan wholy Excufe Brutus, who too 
far divefted himilelf of Paternal Affection, when ne 
was not contented with the bare Condemnatien of 
his Sons, but had {fo litrle Tendernels as to behold 
them Executed. Tho’ he might do it erhaps to 
thew the World, that a Magiftrate fhon'd entire'y 
put off the Father, when thofe two Relations in- 
terfere witheach other. But this however is an Fr- 
roneous Opinion, fince he might at once have dif- 
play'd both the Magittrate and the Father. The 
Magpiftrate in the Condemnation of his Sons, the 
Father in Condemning them with a Parernal Ten- 
dervefs. 

We muft remind the Querift, that he miftakes 
the Name of one of Brutus’s Sons, whom he calls 
Valerius. For his Second Son (we wou’d not fay, 
Youngeft, fince it is difputed, whether he had not 
a Third Son For orherwile Marcus Brutus, the 
Principal Confpiraror againft Cefar, cov'd nothaye 
deicended from this Funius Brueus) bis Second Son 
was nam'd Tibevius. Whereas Valertus was a Per- 
fon Principally concernd in the late Revolucion, 
to whom the Slave Vindicius made the firft difcove- 
ry of the Confpiracy, and who fucceeded in the 
CorSalthin 19 Cofatine,

An Hiftorian fays of Ovid, that his Soft and 
Tender Strains were enough to Corrupt a larger 
Empire than that of Rome. When therefore we 
confider the Regulations of dugufius ; conlider, 
that he once intended to pur hisown Daughrer Fu- 
liato Death for her Loofe and Profligate way of 
living, we need not wonder, that he thoud Bannifh 
fo Amorous a Poet for the Leotenefs of his Vertes. 

Whether ic be true or no, that Ovsd made his 
Addrefles to the forementiond Fulia, yet we may 
not unreafonably {uppofe, thar the Charms of his 
Entnaring Poetry might be fomewhar at leait In- 
ftruimental to the Corruption of her Manners. And 
this might Exafperate her Father rhe more againft 
him. 

A. Whence comes the word Cherrics ? 

A. The word teeins not improbably to, be De- 
riv'd from the Latin, Cerafa, of the fame Signifi. 
cation, And the word Cerafa was Deriv’d from 
Cerafu, a Ciry of that part of Pomtus, which was 
called Pontus Cappadocius, For Lucullus the Roman 
Gencral, who was the firft, that tranfplanted Cher- 
ries to Rome,brought them with him intheYear of the 
City 680 from the foremention’d City Cerafu at his 
return from the Mithradarick War, at whar time 
he was fucceeded by Pompey the Great.

A, With refpe& to Relative Place or the Parts 
of the Earth, the Arrow will undergo the fame 
Change, as tho’ fhot Eaftward.

For as it is carried 
EBaftward by an Extrinfick Motion, viz. by the 
Motion of the Earth round it’s own Axis ( which 
communicates it’s Motion to all things, that are 
within it’s Atmofphere) fo that Motion Eaftward 
is Counterballanc’d by an Equivalent Motion Weft- 
ward.And therefore were a Spectator to behold the 
Moving Arrow, without either {ceing the Earth, 
or being carried Eaftward by the forefaid Motion 
of the Earth, it wou'd feem to Him not to Move 
at all. 

Bur if the Arrow were to be fhor Eaftward with 
the foremention’d Swiftnefs, as it wou'd change it’s 
Relative Place in Proportion to that Swiftnefs, fo 
it wou'd change it’s Abfolute Place in a Double 
Proportion, 

If the Arrow were to be fhot Weftward with a 
Swiftnefs either Exceeding or falling fhort of the 
Diurnal Motion of the Earth, it woud Change it’s 
Abfolute Place in Proportion to either the Excels 
or Deficiency of its Motion. But the Change of 
it’s Abfolute Place proceeding from the Excefs of 
it's Motion won'd be towardsa part of the Heavens 
Oppofite to that,towards which that Change wou'd 
be Produc’d, which Proceeded from the Deficiency 
of it’s Motion.
